foot Johnson has become famous as the 
chief author of that wonderful achieve- 
ment. We are told that the campaign of 
the Anti-Saloon League, directed by Mr. 


Johnson, was a miracle of organisation 


and tactics. The League's doctrines were 
propagated insidiously and, unceasingly. 
At first unconverted America paid 
no attention to the movement and con- 
tinued to manufacture and consume drink 
as in the days before Noah. Presently, 
however, the quiet process of undermining 
begin to have sudden and disconcerting 
results. One State after another adopted 


prohibition. To-day the United States are | 


“dry” from New York to San Francisco, 
and, in spite of much furious protest, 
there is no sign that the verdict will be 
reversed in the near future. Of course, 
the stories which represent America as a 
country made “dry” arainst its will are 
grossly. exaggerated. In the first place, 
it is certain that, as a result of climatic 
and other conditions, the habit of drink- 
ing was always less general in the United 
States than in Europe. In the next place, 
the victory of prohibition was largely a 
national protest against the corrupt and 
aggressive influence of the liquor interest 
in political affairs. The fact remains, 
however, that, as a director of the pro- 
hibition campaign, the Anti-Saloon League 
showed masterly gifts of organisation. 
Unlike the temperance movements with 
which these countries are familiar, it had 
brains initiative, statesmanship, imagina- 
tion, and tact. 

Now the British Islands are to have a 
taste of these qualities. The temperance 
movement in Great Britain has invoked 
the aid of the American prohibitionists. 
The formidable Mr. Johnson has estab- 
lished headquarters in London. He is 
accompanied by a band of organisers, male 
and female, and of trained orators, known 
technically as “‘ spell-binders.’’ They will 
work in co-operation with a native body, 
the United Kingdom Alliance, and it is 
that the cause will not 
lack of American dollars.

The Financial Crisis. 

In spite of the Prime Mimister’s August 
encyclical the financial condition of the 
country seems to be going from bad to 
worse.

The British had every reason to feel con- 
fidence in the behaviour of Dyer's Battalion.
